for .tho voyage $500, ‘freight $2,491, Tho 
then Acting Rogistrar, Mr. AG, Wise, and 

Mr, A. B.. MoEwen oxamined into the plaintii’s 
claim and found the amount dus’ to him to be 
$3,941.93, disallowing the claims for cargo sud 
seamen’s effeats on the ground that the ownors 
had not beon made parties to tho action, and that 
the plaintiff had no powe? of attorney to claim 
on thair behalf. Thay alao, upon the: avidensa 
of Captoin E. Burnie, Lloyd's Sarveyor, &o., 
out down largely tho amount of the claim for 
froight and for tho yaluo of the junk, and dia- 
.allowed the claim for clearance expenses. 

, His Lordship ‘now deliverad judgment . ypon 
the appeal. Ho said that Mr. Froncis objevted. 
to the award of. the’ Registrar and merchants 
in. respect of items 1,2, 4,5, and 6. He 
said that the objection that the plain- 
tiff could not recqvar the value of the oatgo 
on tha ground: that he was not the owner nor 
had a power of attormy from the owners, was 
taken for tho first tims bofore the Registrar. 
Tho Rogistrar réported that he disallowed the 
elaim for the valne of the cargo ‘on the 
‘yround that- the owners wore not partica 
to the suit. His Lordship thonght it woald 
have beon better if the Registrar had at once 
volaed, the cargo and reported tho objection to 
the’ Court. It seemed very unfair to the owners 
‘of cargo that euch an objection ahould-have been 
taken at the last: moment. The Crusader had 
been arrested us much on their behalf as on ba- 
half: gf the owner of the junk, and that item 
would thorefore be referted back to the Registrar. 
His Lordship referred sf some length to the 


guments of counsel oneither side. As to the 
question of the value of the juck thors were 
certain raleslaid down in Admiralty forasseasing 
the damages whon o vossol was totally !5:4. Tho 
court was to giro tho party who was wronged 
what was oaltol restitation. It was fur to 
estimate tho loss by a cortsin’ method, the cost 
of replacing it, making allowance for periods of 
time in whioh the vessel Jost had beon in servjos.

On the other side they 
had the evidenco of Captain Burnie, who 
never saw this juok, and who kuew nothing 
about the valuo of junks, Captain Burnie 
had valued tho junk according to the price at 
which a cortain kind of wooden vesselg’ could be 
built in America, and his Lordship wad inclined 
té think that the rales mado for cases of this sort 
were not takon into considerations That evidence 
was not sufficient to dedide apon, and the. Re- 
gistray ond ‘merchants would have done well to 
‘havo called for further evidence upon tho subject. 
As to items 3 and 4, with reference to the per- 
sonal offeots which were lost on board the junk, 
they were not claiied in the action, and the 
finding of the Registrar with regard to them 
would stand, As to claim No. 5, for froight, if it 
could be proved in the first instance that part of 
the amount paid was for the ratimm voynge, as 
alleged by the master of the junk, his Lordship 
thought it ought tobe regarded as damages re- 
sulting fromthe loss of the junk. As to the 
sixth tem, the olaim for the fraight of the carga 
on board the jank, there was tho same objection 
that the ouly evidence addaced was that of 
partics who wore thomselros interested, aud 
whoso intoroat it would bo to make tho amount 
oa tauoh as possible.

The esse was heard on the 27th and 28th 
Jeouary, and was an action to recover 92,853.36. 
‘The defendants had ‘guaranteed that a Chinese 
firm trading under the namoof Li Ching Powould 
take from the plaintiffs all the sugar of a quality 
known as “P” quality turned ont by the re- 
fin during 5 poriod of six’ months. “In the 
month of May Li Ching Po refused to take 
delivery of the sugar tendered to tham, and it was 
sold by auction. The plaintiffs sued thé guaran- 
tors for the difference bebween the cvntract price 
and the price realised at anction, and resorered 
i mt. Ono of tho issues submitted to tho 
Jory ‘at: the ‘trial was whether the sugar was 
mgual to the sample. “This was answored in tha 
mative, and it was on.the verdict on this 
point that the prasent spplication was founded, 
the defondaata’ ground ¢f epplication boing thet 
it was contrary to tho weight of evidense. Tho 
Attornsy-Gonoral, in his argument-in support 
of tho motion, submitted that it appeared pro- 
bablo that the jury really mistook the func- 
tion reposed in them, and that.in giring the 
verdict they did they were really Jockin, not to 
the issue so much as to what they might hare 
conceived to be the egnities of the caseas be- 
tween the plaintiffs and Li Ching. 

Mr. Francia anid he appeared for the parposa 
of showing cause why the rule nisi grantel 
should not be made absolute, He should sabmit 
that the oass was not one in which o now 
trial could or ought to bs granted.

gone wrong. AS Mr. Grosclaude was a nutive 
of, Switzerland, Mr. Trotaiz communicated with 
Mr. Krieu, H.1,G.M.’s Acting Consul, who is in 
charge of Swiss interests hore, ant he sent his 
constable to assist in the investigation. Aftor 
knooking without avail for some time they 
effected an entrance by thé baek door, and find- 
ing no onoin the ground floor portion of the 
house they proceeded to-examina-tho ‘upstairs 
apartments. Tho whole place was in a vory 
dirty, almost squalid condition, and ii the sleep- 
ing room thoy found the objeot of their sesroh 
lying dead, ‘Tho sight wai caloulated.to shock 
tho strongest nerves.
